"Have you known many such mis- 


takes in your experience?" ,: 


"In an experience of ovor twenty 


years, I have known none of a .serious 
nature, but of course 1 haro heard ;6f :a 
inumber. J came Tory near having one 
to account for myself .when f wits n 
clerk.- A 'man came in -with a pre- 
scription and I filled it, hot insteaJl of 
tho comparatively liaijnless drug which 
was tbe basis of the prescription I put 
,ln a drug; which waS;a .• most powerful 
poison, and which in tlie dpso .which tho 
'doctor prescribed would produce death 
in a very; short time, rwrbto! tho direc- 
tions on tho bottlb,' gave it to'the 'cus- 
tomer, rocbivod the money .and1 the; rn'an 
left. He had bech^ohe Dtlt'afewi min- 
utes when It 'flashed .across my mind 
that I had made a 'mistake. 1 could no 
more toll you howl happened to make 
tho mistake than I could explain why 
tho kuowledga^flashed upon me that I 
hox^l giYon the man the wrong medicine. 
Seizing my hat and calling to 'the'juuJor 
clork to watch the stbrei restarted 'dfter 
the man, for it happened fortunatelv 
that I knew where t&e man lived. I 
had live -blocks to go to reach him. 
Never before or since aid I get over the 
ground so fast. Without any ceremony 
I rushed into tho house, nnd found that 
my customer had just laid the bottle on 
tho table, and was taking off his over- 
coat While ho stared at me in mute 
astonishment I reached .for the bottle, 
which was-etill wrapped up. I made a 
iclean breast oJ the Whole tiling; told him 
I would go back and rectify tho mis- 
take and bring the medicine to him. 
Ha promised net too tell on me, and he 
-kept his word. You may.think :it queer, 
but I filled many a prescription for that 
man after that" 


Do tho doctors ever mako mistakes 


in writing prescriptions?" 


"Often, and that is another thing that 
i druggist has to look oufr for. Tho 
ioctor might make a mistake cither be- 
causo hois ignorant pr' absent-minded. 
Tlie druggist must discover it, have it 
rectified, or perhaps kill the paiticnt. 
Jn training young prescription clerks, 
nnd I hate done a good deal of that 
work; 1 often write prescriptions for 
thorn to fill. In some of them I pre- 
scribe deadly doses of different drugs, to 
eee if the tyros detect the errors. Oc- 
casionly I proscribe two or thrco drugs 
Iu themselves harmless; but which in 
combination make a deadly poison. If 
is a good way ifo teach the boys tho se- 
crets" of tho trade." — Chicago Mail. 


Things that are Cheap In Mexico. 


Only throe things nre cheap in Mexico 


—pulque, flowers and money. The lat- 
ter is at a discount of seventeen per cent 
and tho visitor feels that he is driving a 
staving business when ho exchanges 
one hundred dollars of American money 
for one hundred and seventeen dollars 
ot tho same looking sort of currency. 
Flowers of all kinds are about as cheap 
as anything in the world—everybody 
can havo'a bouquet,Jand about cverbody 
does.^ Pulque is considered cheaply by 
the natives, because it is sold at a cent 
n tumblerful, butit seems tomoitwonld 
bo dear at a cent a hogshead. However, 
tho people liko it—tho Indians, Mesti- 
zoes, and Creoles, nearly all. No less 
than twenty thousand gallons are said 
to bo drunk in this city every day. 


Byron calls attention to the great fact 


that "man, being reasonable, must 
gut drunk." What would man in Mex- 
ico do without {pulque? It is strange 
how kind Naturo provides for all the in- 
dispeusablo needs of the human family! 
Tho maguey plant makes its dwelling- 
place on tho Mexican uplands thiit 
stretch from mountain to mountain. 
7,000 feet above tho sea. Each plant 
occupies som.0 thirty foet square; it has 
n short stem a foot or two in diameter 
and from this .It Bends upwards fifteen 
feet high huge spears of green. The 
plant matures at eight or ten years and 
will then yield thiit sweet mflk which 
ferments and becomes pulque. The 
top of the stem ia cut off and enough ol 
the heart removed to leave a natural 
receptacle holding three or four gallons. 
This is removed twico a day and the 
How of sap continues for three to six 
months. When tho sap ceases to flow 
the plant shoots upward a gigantic 
stalk froiii its center, twenty or thirty 
feet high, bearing-in a clustered whorl 
a niaas of greenish'yellow flowers, some- 
times as innny as 8,000 in number. This 
is the famed ""century plant" 


Tho maguey is almost as useful to 


tho Mexican as tho cocoa-palm to tho 
South Sou Islander. In fact, I don't 
know but it has a hundred uses, as that 
is alleged to have. Admirable paper 
is made from the pulp; twine and thread 
from tho fibres; excellent needles from 
the thorns; thatches from the leaves; 
ropas from the bark; and pulque, mescal, 
and toquilla from the sap. 


There aro thirty varieties of this 


American nloc, which Proscottcalls "a 
luiraclo of nature," and the favorite 
sorts are planted in fields of thousands 
of acres and lend picturcsqueness to tho 
landscape for leagues.—Mexican 
Cor'.
